INDO-CHINA. 



Cholera — Plague^ — Smallpox — Month of December, 1917. 

During the month of December, 1917, 16 cases of cho'era, 82 of 
plague, and 154 of smallpox were notified in Indo-China, as compared 
with 39 cases of cholera, 19 of plague, and 201 of smallpox notified 
during the month of November, 1917. The cases were distributed 
according to provinces as follows: 

Cholera. — Anam, 6 cases; Cambodia, 2 cases; Cochin-China, 8 
cases. The total for the corresponding month of 1916 was 77. The 
epidemic of cholera which was present in the prison at Pnompenh in 
October and November, 1917/ was declared extinct in December, 
1917. 

Plague. — Anam, 17 cases; Cambodia, 56 cases; Cochin-China, 9 
cases. The total for the corresponding month of 1916 was 15. Of 
the 56 cases notified in the Province of Cambodia, 54 cases occurred 
at Pnompenh. A recrudescence of plague at Pnompenh has been 
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observed in the months of December and January during a period of 
years as follows: January, 1911, 32 cases; December, 1912, 59 cases; 
January, 1913, 73 cases; January, 1914, 41 cases; December, 1915, 
27 cases; January, 1916, 39 cases. The increase is associated with 
the ingress of rats into houses. 

- Smallpox. — Anam, 57 cases; Cambodia, 3 cases; Chochin-China, 87 
cases; Laos, 6 cases; Tonkin, 1 case. The total for the corresponding 
month of 1916 was 236 cases. In Anam the district of Quang-Ngai 
presented the greatest prevalence of smallpox. 

GUATEMALA. 
Yellow Fever Increasing. 

According to information received May 23, 1918, yellow fever con- 
tinues present at Eetalhuleu and is spreading along the Pacific coast 

of Guatemala. 

MEXICO. 

Measures Against Importation of Yellow Fever. 

According to information dated May 7, 1918, received from Mexico 
City, communication with Guatemala by land and sea routes has 
been suspended by order of the board of health of Mexico on account 
of the prevalence of yellow fever in Guatemala.
